COL. JIMRICE ! 


HeTalkg About Hoosler Politics, the 
Patronage Pie 
and 
Doubts 
Whether Cleveland Can 
Carry the State in 
the Face of 
Discontent 


Nkw Yobk, Ang 3.—James H. Bice, 
ex-auditor of Indiana, and chairman of 
the democratic state central committee, 
is a fresh arrival at the Fifth avenue ho- 
tel. 
He is going down to breathe ozone 
at Far Bockaway for a few weeks. 
Mr. 
Bice is a democrat from way back. 


"Give us the bottom facts about the 
feeling out in your state," said the World 
reporter, '*in regard to this administra- 
tion." 


"Well," said Mr. Rice, as he drew in 
a lungful of humidity, "it depends on 
how you look at this thing. 
You can't 
deny that the democrats of my state feel 
sore over the treatment they have re 
ceived. 
What they have been given is 
of a kind that carries nothing with it in 
the shape of patronage. 
There's Gener- 
al Denby, a good, clean, man buried in 
the mission to China. There's Bnfe Ma- 
jee quartered over in Swedw. 
They 
lave no patronage. 
So far as Washing- 
ton is concerned, our official quota is 
composed of deputies 
who have no 
earthly control over appointments. 
Eb 
Henderson, one of the most energetic 
democrats we have, gets the place of 
deputy commissioner of internal reve- 
nue; Col. John S. Williams, an old 
wheel horse, gets an auditorship that 
carries no patronage beyond a personal 
corps of six men; Col. Wm. McLean is 
made deputy commissioner of pensions, 
with absolutely no control over appoint- 
ments. 
And so it goes. 


•Naturally it riles them up to look 
over the state line and see the recogni- 
tion given to Illinois, that hasn't cast an 
electoral vote for a democratic president 
since the flood. There's Black at the 
head of the pension bureau; Hparks in 
supreme command of the land office, and 
Stevenson sole dispenser of the great 
mass of inferior postmasterships. 
What 
claim has Illinois to these fat places over 
the head of Indiana? 


"Another cause of discontent lies in 
the vast army of office-holders still re- 
tained, and very many of them from our 
own state. 
Tuere was one rampant, 
howling republican in the p'snsion office 
we wanted to get out. He'd been calling 
us traitors and cut-throats and horse- 
thieves all his life, and we wanted his 
scalp. 
When we moved on his works 
we were confronted by a batch of in- 
dorsements and testimonials in his favor 
signed by some of the most prominent 
democrats in Indiana. One of them was 
from General Manson, our lieutenant 
governor. 
This thing opened my eyes, 
and I concluded to make a trial-trip 
through the departments to see whether 
this case could be duplicated. 
Why, 
there wasn't a bureau* anywhere that 
wasn't loaded down to the gunwales with 
democratic indorsements and petitions 
from the very highest source for these 
republicans in office. 


" I made a call not long ago to pay 
my reapects at the white house, when 
Mr. Cleveland staggered me with a 
poser, fie said: 
'Mr. Bice, there is a 
great deal of talk that I don't do this 
and that for the party in the way of ap- 
pointments. 
People have no idea of the 
difficulties under which I labor. 
For in- 
stance, prominent democrats come to 
me from a certain section about a cer- 
tain appointment and advocate Mr. This 
or That as the very one above all others 
that would reflect credit on the place. 
Of course I believe them. 
They pass 
out, and in a few minutes they come in 
again by the back door, so to speak, and 
whisper that this endorsement was only 
given in a Pickwickian sense, to dis- 
charge some promise they had made, 
and that some other fellow was the 
proper man and the one they really 
wanted.' 


" 'Well, Mr. President, what do you 
do in a case of this kind?' I asked. 


" 'Just hold the whole thing over for 
later developments,' he replied, with a 
twinkle in his eye. 


"In my opinion heads of departments 
are far more responsible than be is for 
retaining republicans in office. It would 
be impossible for him to cover that whole 
field, but I know many instances 
here 
he has ordered immediate appointments, 
which h e thought h a d long since 
been 
made. 


"Under this civil service 
business, 
continued Philosopher Bice "when a 
strong and (fficient party worker is given 
an office, he is ordained to keep out of 
politics. 
The moment he appears on 
the outskirts of a convention some re- 
publican newspaper screams about office 
holders running the machine in violation 
of the president's order. 
Some of our 
ablest men, not onlv in Imtiana, but else- 
where. have been placed on the retired 
list, from the standpoint of party war- 
fare, by receiving a slice of the patron- 
age cake. 
They made one of our best 
party workers marshal of Indiana and 
he's bound and gaged by the law. So it 
goes." 


'' What about the Cleveland stren gf h 
in Indiana outside of these complaints? 


"There's a very large element In each 
state that votes the ticket without any 
thought of office. This is eBpecially true 
of farming regions, and lodi ioais an i^- 
hcultural state. 
That element is satis- 
fied. 
They used to say that God fights 
on the side of the winning battalions, 
and this axiom holds good from the 
standpoint of crops. The farmers ap- 
priertiate the fact that Cleveland has 
been making a specialty of the weather. 
Things have gone their way, and it's all 
owing to the ioflaence of the president. 
Crops were never better. 
In spots it 


has been a little parched, and if the 
president doesn't fix this thing up soon 
we may lose some doubtful districts. 
But his general control of the weather 
has been so good that the farmers sup- 
port his administration. 
And they are 
always heard in a state convention. 
They like his veto of pension grabs, and 
I know very well that when the time 
comes they will support the administra- 
tion." 


"Will Cleveland be indorsed by your 
state?" 


"Certainly. 
I don't think there's any 
question about that." 


"tint could he carry the state?" 
"That's another 
question. 
During 
the last campaign the National commit- 
tee showed a disposition to cut Indiana 
adrift. They exhausted their energies 
on New York, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut, which, with the solid south, gave 
three more than enongh to elect. With 
Indiana tbey had eighteen to spare. 
Perhaps they may piUsne the same 
plan this time, and perhaps they may 
slip up." 


A WATER SUPPLY. 


The Question Takes Every Cocneivable 
Shape—Theories 
Exploded 
and a Fevf Points 
Explained. 


The city conncilmen met at the city 
hall last evening to listen to Hon. Wm. 
Fleming, Mr. J. H. Bass and P. A. 
Banuall explain their proposition to sell 
the canal or furnish a water supply and 
power service to the city. 


Mr. Bass concluded his statem ent b y 
inviting the council to accompany him 
on an inspection of the property Fri- 
day morning. 


Col. D. N. Foster and Mr. Geo. W. 
Seavey, on behalf of the Business Men's 
exchange, urged the purchase of the 
caaal and gave reasons for the faith in 
them. 


A protest was read from Assembly No. 
4,081, K. of li. against the canal. 


The water works trustees sent in a 
commnnnication and in it they acknowl- 
edged the city had all the water it now 
needed, without any thanks to them, 
however. 
They made a sort of balloon 
ascension over their pet well project and 
took a new departure. ' They now ad- 
vise the city to consider the proposition 
to lay a pipe line to a point in the Bt. 
Joe river between the brewery and 
paper mill, to construct there a dam and 
a water crib. 
This work, the trustees 
say, can be accomplished at a nominal 
cost. 


The trustees and their backers had to 
finally come to the St. Joe river for a 
water supply. 
They want it taken from 
below the paper mill, where it is not as 
pnre as it is ab^ve that point, and where 
they could not possibly control 
the 
head waters of the river. 


They want a new dam because the 
one for sale where the St. Joe river is 
the purest belongs to Messrs. Bass, 
Fleming & Simons, and they want a 
pipe line because the canal is the prop- 
erty of the same gentlemen and some of 
them "never speak as they pass by." 


They say all this can be accomplished 
ac a "nominal pum." 


Let us see. In 1884 a proposition was 
made to go 800 feet above the French 
brewery, or 3,6(i0 feet to the St. Joe 
river from the iilter basin for a water 
supply for the city. 


CouDciimen Vordermark and Scheid 
reported to the council upon the work 
as follows: 


Eogineer's estimate of 
total 
cost, 
827,910. 


Right-of-way, $1,000, a figure $5,000 
too low. 


Damage for pumping three million 
gallons of water a day from the St. Joe 
river, 88,000. 


Inoidentals, 81*000. 
Total cost, according to official council 
records, 837,910. 


Th:s plan contemplated getting water 
from a pool above the brewery and did 
not inctude the cost of a ' dam" or 
"water cnb" which the trustees now ad- 
vise aiid tell us can be secured at a 
"nominal cost." 


From the figures gfvfln the council 
found it would cost ^7,910 to go half 
the distance the trustees propose, with- 
out a dam or water crib. 
These last 
items will cost as much more, the 
engineer tells us, but it is all right to 
spend 8100,000 on any or every plan, 
and all wrong to buy the canal, which 
controls all the rinrest and best water iu 
the river, for 850.000. 


The backing of the water on to the 
paper mill dam, or depriving the Bndi- 
sill mill of water would also entail the 
city in damage snita and no one could 
foresee the result or nltimate cost. 


The whole afltiir only serves to show 
how far men's prejudices will lead them 
from the path of right. 


A Murderer's Hovemenls. 


St. Louis, Aug. 3.—A special from 
London, Ontario, says: 
''Rev. William 
Thomas Abbott West, who was seen in 
this city last Thursday, is wanted in St. 
Louis for the murder of Susie Beck. 
He hurriedly visited his brother, Peter 
West, who has two of the poisoner's 
children in his care. 
It is believed he 
has taken refnge near here with some of 
his former religious assosiates. 


Shot Through the Head. 


St. Louis, Aug. 3.—On Monday even- 
ing Michael Murray shot and instantly 
killed Y. E. Booskey, ex-postmaster of 
Mitchell, 111., at the latter's hotel, in 
that village. 
Booskey was abusing the 
negro waiter and Murray, who was a 
guest of the house, remonstrated, when 
Booskey advanced menancingly toward 
him, whereupon he drew a revolver aud 
shot Booekey through the head.

THE FI^RECORD. 


A Disastrous Fire at Evansville, Ind., 
Destroys a Large Amount of 
Properly—A Big Blaze 
in Chicago. 


£yAM8VTLX<K, Ind., Aug. 3.—A fire 
broke out in the lumber yard of the 
Armstrong Furniture company at 12:15 
this morning, and soon got beyond con- 
trol. 
Its spread was rapid, and before 
the flames could be subdued it destroyed 
the Inmber yard of 
the 
Armstrong 
company and some 2,000,000 feet of 
Inmber, the sawmill stables, two dwell- 
ings, and the lumber yard of John A. 
I^eitz & Son with some 5 000.000 feet of 
lumber, fifteen cars of grain on the 
P. D. & E. R. R. and a large warehouse 
containing tobacco and grain. 
The lues 
is estimated Ht 8^50,000, on which there 
is about 8100,000 insurncae. 
Most of 
the lumber ,was seasoned walnut, ash 
and oak. ' Armstrong's 
factory was 
saved with great difficulty. 
The fire is 
believed to have been of incendiary or- 
igin. 
There was no loss on the tobacco. 
Armstrong carried on his Inmber only 
810,500 and Rntz only 815,000. 
There 
was only 83,000 insurance on the twelve 
cars of grain burned, including the 
grain in the round house. 


Chicago, Aug. 3.—A fire, starting in 
W. J. Hill's box factory, on North 
Branch street, this morning, spread to 
John's lumber yard, where a large stock 
oi valuable hard wood lumber 
was 
stored. 
The American varnish works 
were threatened, bnt at 10 a. m. seemed 
likely to escape. 
Hill's box factory and 
the residence of Mr. Dunn, adjoining, 
are in ruins. 


£ast Saginaw, Aug. 3.—At 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning the guests at the 
Sherman honse, one of the largest hotels 
in the city, were aroused by a cry of 
fire. 
The guests fled from their rooms, 
carrying their clothes in their hands, 
and all dressed in the hotel office. The 
fire was found to be in a wooden bnild- 
ing adjoining, used upstairs for hotel 
sleeping rooms. 


An Elevator Falls. 
Detroit, Ang. 3.—Late this afternoon 
the elevator in the establishment of S. 
Simons & Co., clothing manufacturers, 
Jefferson avenue, fell with four men and 
a boy from the fifth to the second floor. 
John Draper, a sewiag machine re- 
pairer, had his leg fractured and his 
back so hurt that he cannot control the 
movement of the legs. 
The boy, Aug. 
Kumpf, has a compound fracture of the 
left leg and was bruised about the head. 
John Hair was cut about the head and 
face, and had his back injured. 
Henry 
Bullen escaped with a few bruises on 
the arms and slight injury to the back.

THE ancient coronation chair at West- 
minster Abbey, the shrine of the tradi- 
tional fragment of rock upon which 
Jacob rested his head at Bethel, "the 
stone of destiny" of the Irish kings, 
brought by Edward I. from Scotland, 
and ever since used as the throne of 
succeeding English 
sovereigns, 
has 
been "restored"—the missing portions 
of the chair having been replaced with 
new work, and the new parts smeared 
over with brown j>aint to give them a 
spurious semblance of antiqtiity. 


THE pike has always been considered 
the aldermanic denizen of the reedy 
pool, but omnivorous rather than re- 
cherche in his indulgences, being in- 
different whether he takes a breakfast 
of frogs or a supply of trout.

A vALtJABi.E collection, ntimbering 
more than ten thousand objects, illus- 
trating the habits and accomplishments 
ot prehistoric man in western Europe^ 
has been opened to public exhibition at 
the Smithsonian Institution, says 
Washington 
correspondent. 
These 
were gathered during a five years' res- 
idence abroad, by the Hon. Thomas 
Wilson, ex-United States Consul at 
Nice, and his wife. 
They have been so 
arranged as to illustrate the gradual 
progression of the race trom the begin- 
ning of the paleolithic epoch of arch- 
aiology down to and through the bronz« 
age to its merging with the iron, just 
preceding the dawn of historic time. 
The series begins with the chipped 
stone implements of the creatures who, 
during perhaps sixty or seventy cen- 
turies, roamed over all that portion 01 
the continent then above water and not 
covered with ice. 
The jaw-bones of 
these people lack the fixtures, so to 
speak, to which in modem humanity 
the tongue muscles are attached; and 
this leads to the presumption that they 
did not possess the power of speech. 
However that may be, the shape of 
their skulls indicates that they could 
have had nothing of interest or of im- 
portance to say. 
From chipped stone 
they advanced to grotmd or polished 
stone and thence to implements of bone. 
Now came the dawn of art and their 
finest bone implements were engraved 
with representations of the horse, rein- 
deer, and bear. 
The collection of x>ot- 
tery and bronze of a much later period 
is curious and extensive. 
Of bronze 
there are barbed fish-hooks exactly like 
those of to-day, long pins with globu- 
lar heads as large as walnuts, the conn 
terparts of the instruments used by 
modern ladies to keep the hat in place, 
and finally there are safety pins use^ 
by Etruscan matrons long before the 
advent of 1 Romulus and -Bemus, which 
contain in the germ every principle of 
that most useful article known to the 
modern nursery.

It may be that he will 
make a very poor preacher and a worse 
lawyer, but if he does adopt the me- 
chanic's life, and is sober, industrious and 
honorable, he can bring no disgrace to 
your gray hairs and he will always hare 
a trade at which he can earn a good liv- 
ing.

The first steamboat that arrive<l in 
S t lionia T^a^ the Zebulon M. Pike in 
1817, sajs a St. Louis correspondent of 
the Nashville Times-Union. In 1848 
the river trade had grown to such huge 
proportions that 3,468 boats arrived 
in the harbor. 
In 1859 mcie boats ar- 
rived in.St. Louia than in New Orleans, 
Cincinnati, and Pittsburgh combined. 
The Missouri River trade was tlu ii an 
item of vast importance, and there ' ere 
half a dozen well-equipped lines on che 
Tlver. 
To-day there is one line. 
Kail- 
roads killed the river business, and by 
building tip the western cities abnost 
throttled the trade of St. liouia 


The Missotui bank of the Mississiii} )i, 
^most the entire length of the ytate, is 
one oha^ of bluflfa. The Illinois side, 
from Alton to Cairo, is flat and low, 
and between these two towns lies the 
famous American bottom. The bot- 
toms vary from three to six miles in 
width, from the lower bank of the river 
to the ©astern bluffs, and are 200 miles 
long containing 16,000,000 acres of the 
most fertile soUin the world. The river, 
especially in the vicinity of St. Louis, is 
inclined to sweep over these acres, and 
to protect them great dikes and levees 
have been constructed on the eastern 
bank. 
Directly in front of this city was 
once a famous island, called "Bloody 
Island" on account of the many fatal 
duels fought there. 
It was there Sena- 
tor Thomas H. Benton killed Charles 
D. Lucas, and ex-Governor Thomas 
Reynolds shot B. Gratz Brown. 
TJiia 
island was in the center of the river, and 
as the current flowed toward the Illinois 
side the people of the city arose one 
morning in 1837 and found a sand-bar 
extending from the Missouri side to the 
island, and almost the whole volume of 
water flowing between "Bloody Island" 
and Illinois. 
The Government was 
appealed to and Lieutenant Robert E. 
lifte was sent out in charge of the work^ 
He constructed dikes on the Ulinoia 
shore and at tho head of "Bloody Island, ** 
and gradually turned the water back 
toward the St. Louis side until tho 
sand-bar was washed away, and after- 
ward the entire river was thrown over 
against the city. 
"Bloody Island" is 
now a portion of the mainland and the 
greatest portion of East St. Louis is now 
located on it. 
Balked at this point the 
river cut into Illinois below the city. 
In 1756 Fort Chartres was one mile and 
a quarter directly east from the river 
bank. 
To-day the river runs over the 
spot where the old fort stood. 


The largest dike in this vicinity is the 
Madison County (Illinois) dike, which 
extends from a point opposite the mouth 
of the Missouri to East St. Louis. 
This varies from twenty to thirty feet 
in height and about the same in width- 
It protects the lands from any ordinary 
rise in the river, but there is nothing 
that can protect them from any extra- 
ordinary rise. 
The Madison Connty 
dike broke in 1882, and in one nierht an 
avalanche of water ten feet in height 
swept over the American bottom for 100 
miles destroying 
stock, 
crops, and 
human life. 
The earliest authentic ao- 
count of a flood is found in an old doc- 
ument in Kaskaakia, the oldest settle- 
ment in the State, and situated on the 
«bottoms." This flood occurred in 1724, 
and the water extended to the bluffs. 
Tn 1785 a terrible flood occurred, and the 
mighty stream spread over a wilderness 
six miles wide and tenanted only by 
wild beasts and a few Indians and set- 
tlers.

Finally it was decided that the federal 
constitution, as now completed, should 
be presented to the Continental Con- 
gress, and then referred to special con- 
ventions in all the States for ratification ; 
and that when nine States, or two- 
thirds of the whole number, should 
have ratified, it should at once go into 
operation as between such ratifying 
States. 


When the great document was at last 
drafted by Gouverneur Morris, and was 
all ready for the signatures, the aged 
Franklin produced a paper, which was 
read for him, as his voice was weak. 
Some parts of this constitution, he said, 
he did not approve, but he was aston- 
ished to find it so neàrly 
perfect. 
Whatever opinion he had of its errors 
he would sacrifice to the public good, 
and he hoped that every member of the 
convention who still had objections 
would on this occasion doubt a little of 
his own infallibility, and for the sake 
of unanimity put his name to this in- 
strument. 
Hamilton added his plea. 
A few members, he said, by refusing to 
sign, might do infinite mischief. No 
man's ideas could be more remote from 
the plan than his were known to be ; but 
was it possible for a true patriot to 
deliberate between anarchy and con- 
vulsion, on the one side, and the 
chance of good to be expected from 
this plan, on the other? 
From these 
appeals, as well as from Washington's 
solemn warning at the outset, we see 
how distinctly it was realized that the 
country was on the verge of civil war. 
Most of the members felt so, but to 
some the new government seemed far 
too strong, and there were three who 
dreaded despotism even 
more 
than 
anarchy. 
Mason, Randolph, and Gerry 
refused to sign, 
though 
Randolph 
songht to qualify his refusal by explain- 
ing that he could not yet make up his 
mind whether to oppose or defend the 
constitution when it should be laid be- 
fore the people of Virginia. 
He wished 
to reserve to himself full liberty of 
action in the matter. 
That Mason and 
Gerry, valuable as their service had 
been in the making of the constitution, 
would now go home and vigorously op- 
pose it, there was no doubt. 
Of the 
delegates who were present on the 
last day of the convention, all but these 
three signed the constitution. In the 
signatures the twelve States which had 
taken part in the work were all repre- 
sented, Hamilton signing alone for New 
York. 


Thus after four months of anxious 
toil, through the whole of a scorching 
Philadelphia summer, after earnest but 
sometimes bitter discussion, in which 
more than once the meeting had seemed 
on the point of breaking up, a colossal 
work had at last been accomplished, the 
results of which were most powerfully 
to affect the whole future career of the 
human race so long as it shall dwell 
upon the earth. In spite of the high- 
wrought intensity of feeling which had 
been now and then displayed, grave de- 
corum had ruled the proceedings, and 
now, though few were really satisfied, 
the approach to unanimity was remark- 
able. 
When all was over it is said that 
many of the members seemed awe- 
struck. 
Washington sat with his head 
bowed in solemn 
meditation. The 
scene was ended by a characteristic bit 
of homely pleasantry from Franklin. 
Thirty-three years ago, in the days of 
George IL, before the first mutterings 
of the Revolution had been heard, and 
when the French dominion of America 
was still untouched ; before the banish- 
ment of the Acadians or the rout of 
Rraddock, while Washington was still 
surveying lands in the wilderness, while 
Madison was playing in the nursery 
and Hamilton was not yet bom. Frank- 
lin had endeavored to bring together 
the thirteen colonies in a federal union. 
Of tlie famous Albany plan of 1854, the 
first outline of a federaà constitution for 
America that was ever made, he was 
the principal if not the sole author. 
When he signed his name to the De- 
claration of Independence in this very 
room, his years had rounded the full 
period of three score and ten. Eleven 
years more had passed and he had been 
spared to see the noble aim of his life 
accomplished. 
There was still, no 
doubt, a chance of failure, but hope 
now reigned in the old man's breast. 
On the back of the President's quaint 
black arm-chair there was emblazoned 
a half-sun, with its gilded raya As 
the meeting was breaking up and 
Washington arose Franklin pointed to 
the chair, and made it a text for pro- 
phecy. 
"As I have been sitting here 
all these weeks," said he, " I have often 
wondered whether yonder sun is rising 
or setting. 
But now I know that it is a 
rising sun!"—John Fiske, in Atlantic 
Monthly.

A great deal of fun is poked at the 
government about its publications and 
many even easay to be ironiced in criti- 
cism upon the value of such books, but 
the truth is that the most of Uncle 
Sam's documents are much sought after 
by the colleges and 
libraries, 
and, 
strange as it may appéar, none seem to 
be more acceptable than the congres- 
sional record, containing those brilliant 
efiorts of commonplace congressmen that 
Judge Bingham, of Ohio, used to say, 
"would go thundering down the ages." 
There is only one difficulty, and that is 
the documents can not be furnished fast 
enough, at least so the officialn charged 
with their distribution say. 
Under the 
law certain designated libraries and col- 
leges are supplied with the surplus gov- 
ernmental publications, and it may be of 
aufificient moment to give a list of such 
of them as are in Indiana, as it may be 
of value to many who through business 
or pleasnre would like to consult the 
oflScial record.
